BY A VOTE WHICH WAS WELL- 
NIGH UNANIMOUS. 


The Ceni:al Railroad Passes Under New Manage- 
mcnt Elow the. Ballot Was Conducted—Th> 
Policy of the New Manegement Stated 
~No Bad Feeling on Either Bide, 
en ne me 
Savanxan, Ga. January 3.—[Special.j— 
Probably the most brilliant railroad fight 
ever wade in the state was that 
which closed in Savannah today, 
resultine in the complete overthrow [of 
the prescnt management of the Central rail- 
road, ani the substitution of an entirely new 
managemcut. The contest has been a long one, 
but today’s result is a surprise to everybody. 
Genera! E. P. Alexander becomes president«of 
the system by a majority which even his most 
sanguine supporters had no idea he fwould 
reach. ‘The polls are not yet closed, but at<9 
o'clock to-nvight the ticket of directors beaded 
by General Alexander has received over forty-, 
three thousand share votes, out of a possible 


-seventy-tive thousand, while that of President 


Raoul has yet less than ten thousand votes; 
Generali Alexander’s vote is a surprise to his 
most cnthusiastic supporters. The Raoul 
ticket are not less surprised, but attribute the 
heavy vote of the opposition to the certainty 
of ‘s snecess, which was developed early in 
th ay. The new board will meet and organ- 
ize norrow, when it will elect General Alex- 
and president, the old board at once retiring, 
and «t which was elected today taking 
charg« 
THE OPENING OF THE BATTLE. 

The day opened very cold and windy, with 
the gossip of the election on the mouths of 
almost everybody in town. By the time the 
polls were Open the large room of the Central 
railroad ‘sank, at which place the election was 
held, was crowded with stockholders and in- 
terested <pectators. It was the general opinion 
in-the city last evening that the Alexander 
tieket would have a decided advantage in the 
vote today. This opinion was greatly 
strengthened by this morning, and but few 
backers conld be found for the other ticket. 
Bets were freely offered with double odds, but 
there were few takers, and while the general 
sentiment in the city was favorable to the 
election of the Raoul ticket, it was generally 
conceded that the Alexander ticket was the

The crowd came and went, but the room was 
CROWDED DURING THE WHOLE DAY. 
There was a hum of excitement as the name 
‘Green’ was called, afifl General Alexander 
proceeded to announce the vote of the Widow 
Green, of New York, 6,400 shares for Alex- 
ander. It was generally known thatithe Widow 
Green’s vote would be given to Alexander, but 
at the same time it was known that it was her 
vote that elected Raoul and defeated Alexander 
for the same place four yearsago. Her vote re- 
corded, the list proceeded, and by three o’clock 
Alexander's vote amounted to over 37,500, be- 
ing a majority of the vote of all the shares of 
the corporation. Before the majority had been 
reached, however, the Raoul men conceded the 
fight over.

Mr. J. J. Wilder, of the firmyyiider & Co., 
cotton exporters, is about forty*ve years old, 
and is the son of John R. Wilde@.g former di- 
rector in the Central railroad.

Mr. John C. Cathoun, his brother, was nntil 
four years ago, the largest cotton planter on 
the Mississippi river, next to Richardson. His 
annual crop averaged from three to four thou- 
sand bales. About four years ago he went to 
New York in the interest of the Arkansas state 


.debt, and since that time has lived there, being 


interested in the investments of southern se- 
curities. His late connections with the late 
West Point Terminal deal is well-known. 

Mr. H. B. Hollins, of New York, is one of the 
most prominent of New York brokers, having 
been for a number of years] largely identified 


~with the Vanderbilts,and being now the reputed 


broker of W. K. Vanderbilt. He is very wealthy, 
and is only 32 years old. 

As will be seen, the new beard is composed 
very largely of young men, all well-known and 
each a popular and successful business men. 

HOW THE FIGHT WAS MADE, 

The fight for the control of the Central 
railroad began about six months ago in New 
York city. Mr. Pat Calhoun, then talked with 
General Alexander concerning it, and, urged 
him to make the race. The general expressed 
his willingness on condition that there was_a 
reasonable probability of success. He talk 
with his friends about it, and soon determined 
to make the contest. The first move was to 
gain control of the stock of Mrs. H. Green, 
amounting to six thousand and four hundred 


' shares, and the vote of which had defeated 


bim four years ago. Messrs. John C. and Pat 
Calhoun went to see Mrs. Green concerning 
her vote, and soon succeeded in buying her 
stock, paying for it $127}, while it 
was being sold at par in Geor- 
gia. This was a decided nueleus 
around which to build the fight, and when it 
was known that this large block would be 
voted in the interest of General Alexander, it 
Was an easy matter to build it. Messrs. John 
C. and Pat Calhoun, H. B. Hallins and General 
Alexander and E. E. Denniston, of the firm of 
E. W. Clarke & Co., of Philadelphia, at once 
proceeded with an organized effort to gain pos- 
session of the majority of the stock, through 
Messrs. E. W. Green and A. L. Hartridge, of 
Savannah, and Andrew Duttendofer, of New 
York. They went actively to work to gain 
control of all the stock possible, and it was not 
long before the syndicate had actual control of 
over 26,000 shares. Then assur- 
ances of support were received 
by , General. Alexander from various 
stock holders, waa pretty soon his election was 
to him a redson&ble certainty. The fight, 
however, had been pushed inas quiet&é manner 
as possible, and with little talk, so that the 
other side, up to only a short time ago, were 
perfectly ignorant of the strength of -the vote 
which was being massed up against them. 
BIG BLOCKS VOTED. 

Among the shares which were voted in blocks 
today was the Green stock, of 6,400 shares; E. 
M. Green’s 2,°00 shares; Andrew Duttenhofer’s 
2000 shares, and the 1,000 shares each of H, 
B. Holline end BE, A. Mills, with the 500 of 
General Henry Jackson, all of which went to 
General Alexander. The 3,000 belonging to 
the estate of Moses Taylor was voted this year, 
as before, by Mr. P. R. Pine, for Raoul, as was 
also the the 670 shares of Andrew Low. 

ACCEPTING THE RESULT, 

The defeated board accepts the result of the 
election with composure. I talked with sev- 
eral of them today, and while they question 
the legality of the vote received by the suc- 
cessful contestants, still they will make no 
further fight aver it. The question of legality 
is based on section 13 of the charter of the 
road, which states that each stockholder shall 
be entitled, according to the number of shares 
he shall hold, to one vote each, but no shares 
shall have a right of suffrage 
which has not been held 
according to.the rules of the company for three 


écalendar months previous to the day of elec- 


tion. The Raoul men claim that three-fourths 
of the vote received by General Alexander are 
votes of shares bought during the past three 
months, and which have been duly transferred 
by bill of sale to the parties voting them today. 
They state that this is an open violation of the 
charter of the company, and claim that there 
is ground for contest. They will not contest, 
however, on the ground that a majority of the 
stock of the company has been bought by the 
supporters of General Alexa- 
der, and as that stock has 
voted for the new board, they will not contest 
for the right of the new stockholders. to con- 
trol their own property, though the methods 
by which they do so is in defiance of the char- 
ter of thecompany. In reference to this, Gen- 
eral Alexander said: 

“Tam glad that they have determined not 
to contest our election, and to make no further 
fight over it, for we would have no trouble in 
sustaining our position. A large: number of 
the shares voted forme were bought months 
ago, and many have not been sold at all, but 
were voted forme by those who have held 
them fora number of years. Of course we 
knew that much of the stock held six 
months ago was probably unfavorable to 
me. JI wanted to be certain it was for me, and 
io this end I, with my friends, proceeded to 
buy it up, that is, as much as was necessary to 
m my election certain. We soon did this, 
and I was as positive two months ago of my 
election as I am now, for the fight is over. In 
reference to’ the statement made that we 
bought shares during the past three months, I 
have nothing further to say than that when- 
ever we saw a good opportunity to make such 
investments as we thought good ones we did 
so immediately. It is true that a number of 
fhe shares bought during the past three 
months were voted for me today, but these 
shares were bought by-us with the privilege of 
having them voted for us today, as was done; 
and they were voted by these who owned 
them previous te our purchase.”

We 
shall pursue a liberal policy, and shall try and 
make new friends instead of estranging old 
ones. We have made no definite plans as yet, 
and rumors that there would be anything like 
a clean sweep in the offices of the road is, of 
course, unfounded. While, of course, my own 
staff must be made up of my persoudl friends, 
and of those who are in aocord with 
the views of my administaation, still 
there will be no general change of officers. The 
men who have faithfully served the road have 
no cause to fear, We will try te build up the

A TALK WITH MR, CALHOUN. 

Pat Calhoun is probably the best known man 
in Savannah today, and has just canse to be 
proud of his success, During the last six 
months he has been one of the most important 
factors in the gread railroad deals, the Rich- 


‘mond and Damville, and that which was con- 
 €inded today. In the first he cleared a round 


sum, and in the second he becomes one of the di- 
rectors in one of the greatest systems in the 
south. It is due to him, probably, more than 
any body else that the ticket elected today 
owes its success. . 

“T believe,” said he, “six months ago when 
came to Savannah in the interest of the candi- 
dacy of General Gordon, that the stockholders 
of the company were dissatisfied with its man- 
agement, and I had reason to believe that 
the directors found it to their im. 
terest to hold down the value 
of the stock of the road. I talked with friends 
here concerning it, and soon met General Alex- 
ander, and engaged to have a conference with 
him in New York. I laid my plans before 
him, and he agreed to make. the 
fight. With him and ’ mys brother, 


Jno. C.. Mr. Hollins and Mr. Den- 


niston, we were soon at work on the purchase | 


of a sufficient quantity of the stock to insure 
his election. I was positive of his election 
weeks ago, because I knew we had all the 
money we wanted at our back, and if it had 
been necessary to purchase more stock to ac- 
complish it wecould have doneso just as 
easily as we bought that which we have.” 

“Isthere any other railroad or corporation 
back of you?” 

‘‘None in the world. That was an idle rumor 
circulated to injure us, but it has not done se 
atall. The stock that we purchased, was 
bought in good faith, and as a good investment, 
Of course we are at liberty to make combina- 
tions with any other road or system that we 
desire, that will inure to the benefit of the 
Central railroad, or to the interests of the state. 
It will be our first aim, and we will make any 
reasonable transaction that will assist us im 
this,” :

. *T recognize that there has been great com- 
plaint in my city against the Central railroad, 
on this ground, and that its policy has been 
inimical to its inférests. In this connection I 
will only state that it will be my earnest en- 
deavor, as a director in the road, and as a citi- 
zen of Atlanta, to see that overy possible ad- 
vantage will be extended to Atlanta, as will be 
to all other points in our territory.”’ 

HOW THE NEWS IS RECEIVED IN THECITY. 

Great interest is manifested in the city to- 
night on the result of today’selection. Every- 
body accepts the result gracefully, and even 
the Raoul men say that they have no cause for 
complaint. They supported their ticket man- 
fully, and made vigorous efforts in its behalf. 
Everybody is surprised at the wonderful 
strength of the supporters of Alexander, and 
the Raoul men attribute his remarkable vote 
more to the fact that he voted a majority of 
the stock before he left the polls, than any- 
thing else. “We recognize the fact,” said Mr. 
Comer, 2 Raoul diréctor, “that we are defeated, 
and will accept it gracefully. Of course we 
did not think it would be as heavy as it is, but. 
of course General Alexander's heavy vote can be 
readily explained. There is always at this elec- 
tion, a heavy floating vote) which is cast for the 
tieket Which is considered the winning one. 
General Alexander polled a majority of all the 
votes before he left. He would have been 
elected had not another vote been polled. There 
were several thousand scattering votes in the 
city, which were cast after this, and which 
naturally drifted tothe winnimg side. We 
have not a word to say against the new man- 
agement, and will turn over our offices tomor- 
row without a word.” 

There has been no bad feeling on cither side, 


Captain Raoul expresses practically the same 


views as those of Mr. Comer. He attributes 
his vote more to the fact that General Alexan- 
der voted a majority of the stock before he left 
the polls. 

“My friends,” said he, ‘did not deem it nec- 
essary to turn out in force in the afternoon, 
as they saw that the opposition had already 
polled a sufficient vote to insure its election, 
Seven thousand of my votes were those not 
controlled at all. The election is simply a 
matter of money. Wedid not pnt a dollar in 
it, and have not,bought any stock. We were 
willing that the stockholders decide for them- 
selves, and left itfor them to do. We have 
nothing to say of the result.” 

Fach of the other directors expresses the 
same opinion as that expressed by Mr, Comer 
and Captain Raoul. The best feeling exists 
among the new and old tickets, and they are 
mingling together tonight in a friendly ex- 
change of gossip about the election.

Does it Mean a.Combination With the Rich; 
mond and Danville? 

It is not a violation of confidence to say at 
this writing that the Richmond and West Point 
Terminal company, which controls the Rich- 
mond and Danville system, hasbeen from the 
inception of General Alexander’s fight for the 
presidency of the Central railroad, 
his earnest and potential backer: That 
some arrangement has been agreed 
on between General Alexander and the West 
Point Terminal cOmpany cannot be doubted.

A word may be said as to the position of Mr.

Mr. Inman 
has been repeatedly tendered a place on Gen- 
eral Alexander's beard, but being associated 
with Mr. Raoul he declined to take a place in 
the new board. Had his consent been given, 
his name would have been on both tickets in 
yesterday's contest. 


FEARFUL ACCIDENT, 


The Cumberland River Bridge on the Cin- 
cinnati Southern Demolished. 

THE CONSTITUTION received yesterday af- 
ternoon, authentic information of a terrible acci- 
dent on the Cincinnati Southern railroad, near 
Point Burnside in Kentucky. 

The railroad crosses the Cumberland river, near 
this place, upon a magnificent iron bridge. Going 
north, trains dash out/of a tunnel to find themselves 
upon the bridge many feet above the water. The 
north end of the bridge is curved. 

Yesterday morning. two heavily loaded freight 
trains collided on the bridge. just as 
one of them emerged from the 
tunnel. The shock shattered at least 
two hundred feet of the iron structure, and both 
trains crashed down into the river. It was im 
possible to learn how many men were killed, but 
is presumed nobody on the trains escaped. The 
officials of the railroad absolutely refused to give 
any information. One thing, however, is known 
definitely: the railroad will be closed to traffic for 
several days, The bridge will have to be partly 
rebuilt, and on account of the nature of the sur- 
roundings this will be difficult. From the mouth 
of the tunne} to the river there is a perpendicular 
walliof rock, sothat the greatest skill in‘engineering 
will be required to overcome this® ‘difficulty alone.

WASHINGTON, January 3.—([Special.]—Con- 
gress will reassemble at noon tomorrow. Most 
of the members are back from their holiday's 
recreation, and both houses will be well at- 
tended. It is practicable that no business will 
be done, as the death of Senator Logan will be 
announced early in the session, and adjourn- 
mentin honor of his memory will be had. 
During the lintle more than six weeks which 
remain of this session, there will be a rush for 
consideration which will cause considerable 
time, by the inevitable de- 
lay. in determining which bills shall 
be taken up. Most of the regular 
appropriation bills are yet in the committees, 
and these alone will occupy almost the entire 
time,especially since a long debate on the fortifi- 
cation bill isinevitable. Only the mostsanguine 
of the tariff reformers dare tohope that any- 
thing can be done with the revenue bills at this 
session.

BY THE SWORD. 
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ymrd of Trusiees. 
Atlanta, 


Minister Jake Child. Describes «a 
Execution. 

With a number of Europeans and Americans, 
I attended a Siamese execution, at Bangkok, 
Siam, where the sword isused in the further- 
ance of justice. The execution took place ina 
quare near one of the wats, open to all. As 
the hour set forthe dread event was 4 p. m., 
our party secured a carraige, and notwithstand- 
ing itwas raining atthe time, drove to the 
ground, but the Sshowe rsoon passed over, the 
sun shone brightly, and after our arrival prep- 
arations were made by inserting in the ground 
three bamboo crosses about two feet in length,

' to which the arms of the doomed men were to 


be tied, they sitting on the ground, and three 
poles about six feet-long upon which were to 
be placed the heads of the criminals. This 
done the crowd was driven back. The doleful 
sound of a gong beating at short intervals, the 
sudden hush of the crowd told that the prison- 
ers were approaching andinthe centre ofa 
squad of soldiers and policemen they entered 
the place that had been reserved, about thirty 
feet square. The soldiersand police formed in 
a square as a means Of keeping the spectators 
back, A Siamese nobleman examined the crosses 
to see that everything was ready, the judges of 
the court were in attendance, escorted by at- 
tendants bearing swords in red velvet sheaths. 
THE PRISONERS, 
three in number (the king, whois very hu- 
mane, haying commuted the sentence of four- 
teen to imprisonment for life on his birthday), 
seemed perfectly cool and collected. They had 
each a long bamboo pole, some six feet in 
length, on their necks, in the front of which 
= an oval piece of wood through which their 
— were placed, with chains on their 
necks and legs. In a short time the yokes and 
chains on their necks were taken off and as 
the ground was wet and muddy by the tramp- 
ing of the crowd, large banana leaves were 
placed on the ground and they were ordered to 
squat down on them, then they were fastened 
to the crosses, the flowers and sticks were stuck 
in the groundin frontof them, the sticks 
lighted and fora few minutes the victims of 
the law prayed most fervently in silence, they 
having been engaged, j prayer at the wat 
about four hours prevYous to being brought to 
the place of execution. This over, mud was in- 
serted in their ears so that they could not hear 
the executioners when they approached, and 
were instructed to lean forward and keep their 
eves riveted on the flowers and burmigg sticks. 
While waiting the coming of the executioners, 
the chief of the band of robberssmoked a cig- 
arette, and it was only by the heaving of his 
chest that one could detect any emotion. All 
of asudden the crowd parted, three execution- 
ers, dressed in red with gold fringe on their 
clothes, glided through the opening, dancing 
as they camo, saluted with their shinin slender 
and on reaching the yd the $e t steel

W hy then oa be this sudden falling , 
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preared, then a man with a onan’ 
knife severed the heade and stuck them on the 


rolés, a hideous sight, coolly chopped the 
hands of the dead men off so as to get the irona 
that were solidly riveted on, and the bodies 
were left on the ground for the vultures to eat 
or their friends to steal and give burigl after 
nightfall. The heads were taken off* simult- 
aneously, so quick that I could scarcely realize 
it, and it seemed to me that death was instant- 
ancous, save that the heads showed spasmodic 
action, the egts and mouth opening and shut- 
ting, which sted fur sometime after being 
on the poles. 

The crowd in attendance was most orderly, 
rot a drunken man to be seen, and entire si- 
lence prevailed, and when the execution was 
over left the grounds without the least confu- 
sion and there could not have been less than a 
thousand present. 

The scene was one that could not fail to im- 
press the crowd of spectators: the small grass 
= i, cordon of police s@ldiers with a mass of 

aces peering behind them, the three prisoners 
cies hed to the crosses with heads bent foward, 
ihe entrarce of the scarlet-clad executioners 
with gleaming swords, their sinious sidelong 
danee until they had reached the rear of the 
dcomed men, then, likea flash of lightning. 
the fe act stec] gleamed and three violators of 
the law had 

CEASED TO EXIST, 

the blood spurting in jets from the torso while 

the head hung by a small piece of skin, as the 
«xecutioner never cuts the head clear off. Two 
of the bodies fell over on the ground while one 
remained erect. The prisoners were old offen- 
ders, one of them, 1 was informed, having been 
implicated in fifteen robberies and several mur- 
ders. He was the chief, but had slipped 
through the meshes of the law repeatedly by 
the use of money; the dDthers were younger 
men and one of  wantae parentage, but his 
money did not save him, as asf exampl 
needcd to putastopto outlawry, an 
done so, for the robberies have ceased 
band is broken up.

AN ANSWER TO A CRITIC, 
From the New Orleans Picayune. 

The Boston Advertiser says: “The courage 
that attempted to change the issue from the ques- 
tion whether the south is in fact faithfulto the 
constitutional guarantee of equal rights tothe 
question whether the northis not discourteous in 
suspecting the south of cheating in elections, has 
provoked a great wave of southern admiration. 
There are, it seems, southern journals which think 
the vice-presidency, orjat all events the democratic 
nomination to that office, is not too great a reward 
for the defiant orator. But we can assure oursouth- 
ern friends that Mr. Grady’s speech has not chang- 
ed the question which northern men, who believe 
with all their hearts that equal rights under the 
law are the fundamental condition of republican 
institutions, are determined to discnss.”’ 

The importance of the Advertiser in this matter 
is created by the fact that it is the most substantial 
organ of Senator Blaine, whoisthe next republi- 
can nominee for the presidency. The tone adopt- 
ed shows that the campaign of 1888 is to be 
fought out on the old sectional 
ground. Foolish as this “course of battle 
is, sure as it is to cost the republicans every 
doubtful state, it is difficult to disguise the inabili- 
ty of the republican leaders to take any higher po- 
sition, orto learn that the nation has advanced 
pest their intrenchments.

The exhibition will 
be devoted exclusively to the display of arts, 
inyentions, manufactures, produets, and resources 
of the United States. The laeeer part of the capi- 
talstock of the association, which is preparing 
avd will hold an exhibition, has been subscribed 
by citizens of the United States, while twenty-one 
of twenty-six oflicers of the exhibition are natives 
and citizens of the United States.< The buildings in 
which the exhibition is to be held are well under- 
way, and will be ready for the reception of exhibits 
by the 15th of March, six weeks before the exhibi- 
tion will open. Today, the first allotment forspace 
is heing made to exhibitors, among whom will be 
included hundreds of the best mauufacturers in 
the country. All this is written for your informa- 
tian and notto influence your decision to with- 
draw, which was considered by us asa final, when 
it was rece.ved. The enterprise is conducted by a 
private corporation and is not offered, nor has it 
even been represented assuch.

They cannot 
appeal to the courts. The decision concludes by 
saying that Keene has noright to expect that the 
court will interpose its authority in his beua'f to 
enforce that well known principle of honor upw,.

Lord Hartington 
fully approves of Mr. Goschen’s course, and 
the latter’s adherents say-it is purely as a lib- 
eral unionist that Mr. Goschen joins the gov- 
einment, which relies upon unionist support. 
Mr. Chamberlain, in answer to requests that 
he explain the Parnell letter incident, declares 
that it was not he, but Mr. Parnell, wha ini- 
tiated the national council scheme, and that 
Mr. Parne!] now admits its authorism. Mr, 
Chamberlain promises to produce, at the pro- 
per time, letters proving his present assertions.

Mr. Goschen is convinced that Lord Randolph 
isunableto prove his allegations and that 
Lord Salisbury was right in refusing to reduce 
the estimates. Mr. Chamberlain authorizes a 
denial of the statement that a conference has 
been arranged between himself and Gladsto- 
nian leaders.

The United States and Spain. 


MADRID, January 3.---Should the Unite 
States congress reject the new treaty with 
Spain, a duty of 25 per cent will be levied on 
American imports and the government will 
immediately make overtures to other Euaro- 
pean powers in order to obtain new markets 
Spanish statesmen of 
all parties look with uneasiness and jealousy 
upon the increasing intimacy of the relations 
between Cuba and Porto Rico on the one hand 
and the United States on the other. 


The Russia-Germaby ‘Alliance. 

LONDON, January 3.—Blowitz, Paris corres- 
pondent of the Times, postively confirms his re- 
cent statement that Russia and Germany have con- 
cluded a direct alliance. Blowitz says that by 
the terms of this new alliance, Russia binds herself 
to remain neutral in the event of war between 
France and Germany, and Germany binds herself 
to remain neutralin the event of war between 
Russia and Austria. He further says that while 
there can be no doubt about the existence of this 
imperial compact, there are stories asto the man- 
ner in which the treaty was effected. One story is 
that it was negotiated directly by the czar and Em- 
peror William through personal correspondence, 
and the other is that Bismarck and Giers contrived 
the alliance by personal discussion, Blowitz says 
he does not know which of these stories is the cor- 
rect one.

NEW YORK, January %.—The stock market 
was moderately active today. There was little 
done on foreign trading, the closeness of the two 
markets leaving no margin for arbitrage business.

Western Union was the feature, being active and 
strong throughout, the improvement being accom- 
panied by the renewal of rumors of developments 
favorable to the company, which have done duty 
hereiefore. The opening was generally strong, 

irst prices showing advances from 44@*% per cent 
over lest Friday’s closing figures. There was an ac- 
tive trading the first hour, and dealings were ac- 
companied by considerable feverishness and irreg- 
arity, some advances being made in early deal- 
ings, though other stocks “were weak. The entire 
market finally yielded, Richmond and West Poing$ 
being especially noticeable for the decline estab- 
lished. The same state ofaffairs continued with 
several short reactions until after 1 o’clock when 
general upward movement took place, which gath- 
ered force toward the close and the market closed 
moderately active and strong, close to best prices 
reached. The net result of the day’s transactious 
is that the majority ofstocks are small fractions, 
higher than Friday though several show fractional 
declines. There were only two important advances, 
Jersey Central and Reading.

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A JURY EMPANELLED IN THE 
JONES MURDER CASE.

The Defendent’s Wife and Child Sit By His Side 
During the Preliminary Procredings - After 
Standing Aside Seventy-Eight Jmrors 
the Panel is Completed, Btc. 


Long before the doors of the courthouse were 
opened yesterday morning people began throng- 
ing the corridors of the building. The an- 
nouncerent that the Jones murder trial would 
begin was the cause of the unusual rush. In 
the crowd which filled the courtroom all class- 
es of society were represented. The lawyers 
were present in large numbers. Soon after the 
court opened R. L. Jones,the accused murderer 
of Fiank P. Gray, walked into the room. His 
face wore a look of subdued cheerfulness or 
hopeful resignation, and his mien was 
firm. He wasaccompanied by his devoted wife 
and his little child, besides dozens of friends. 
He took a seat close by his lawyers, and during 
the proceedings he and they frequently whis- 
pered with each other. He was dressed in a 
neatsyit of light colored clethes, presenting a 
decidedly respectable look. Apparently the 
defendant is about 25 years of age. He is by 
no means a Vicious looking man. His face was 
clean shaven with the exception of a somewhat 
formidable mustache. There was nothing in 
his depotrment evincive of fear. Apparently, 
he relied implicitly tpon the justness of his 
cause and the ability and skill of the counsel. 
He is defended by five lawyers of exceptional 
strength, who will undoubtedly make the most 
of his case. They are: Rufus T. Dorsey, Al- 
bert Cox, G. A. Howell, A. B. Culberson and 
H. L. Culberson. The state is represented by 
Solicitor-General C. D. Hill, assisted by W. D. 
Ellis, and James R. Gray, a brother of Jones’s 
victim. The prosecution will sirain every 
nerve to secure a conviction, while the defense 
will ‘be not less earnest in its endeavor to 
obtain a verdict of “not guiley.” 

The names of ali the jarors who ‘were sum- 
moned to attend court were called, not one of 
them failing toanswer to theirnames. Thenjthe 
clerk read the indictment, which charges that 
on “the 16th day of May, 1886, R. L. Jones, the 
prisoner at the bar, murdered Frank P. Gray.” 

The work of empaneling‘a- jury then be- 
gan. One after another juror was called to be 
sworn and subjected to the voir dire test. Many 
were stood aside for cause and others’ rejected 
either by the state or the defendant. The 
state soon exhausted its strikes by objecting to 
ten jurors. 

[In all, the defense objected to fourteen jurors. 
Sixty-four of those put upon their voir dire 
were disqualified for serving and required to 
“stand aside.”’ Altogether six and a half panels 
or 75 jurymen were rejected. Fiaally the fol- 
lowing twelve good and true men were select- 
ed, who are to pass upon the life or the death 
of the defendant: 
Char.es R. Watts, 
James L. Murphy. 
George W. McDufiie, 
Pp. S. Chapman, 

J. 1. Gloer, Warren Williams, 
M. M. Mauck, Johnson J. Peary. 

All the above are white men of intelligence 
and respectability, constituting what is regard- 
ed asa model jury. The work of empancling 
a jury occupied the time of the court until 3:39 
o clock, when it adjouraoed to meet this morn- 
ing at 9 o'clock. 

Almost everybody in Atlanta recalls the par- 
ticulars of the Jones-Gray difficulty, which re- 
sulted in the killing of the latter. It happened 
Sundav afternoon, May I1btth, of last 
vear. The two men metin the street and had
